a. an infrared detecting module mounted in th e main body and 
comprising on the lower side of the circuit board, the infrared detecting 
module including an infrared transmitter and an infrared receiver exposed 
through the back cover to engage the skin for detecting pulsing condition 
blood flow pulsations of the user and issuing outputting a heartbeat signal 
corresponding to the detected blood flow pulsations ; 

K a radio frequency transmitter for receiving the heartbeat signal 
and transmitting outputting the heartbeat signal as a radio frequency 
signal at an output thereof : and

c. a radio frequency antenna disposed on the upper side of the 
circuit board and coupled to the output of the radio frequency transmitter 
for emitting the radio frequency signal; and, 
a radio frequency receiver disposed remotely from the main body for 

receiving and processing the radio frequency signal emitted by the radio 
frequency antenna to provide a r e ading of th e pulsing condition of th e 
user display signal

frequency antenna: 

a microprocessor coupled to the radio frequency receiver circuit for receiving 
and processing the radio frequency signal received by the receiver circuit 
and issuing a output of the display signal; and 

a display coupled to the microprocessor for receiving and displaying the 
display signal. 

7. (Currently amended) The wireless heart rate monitor as claimed in Claim 6, 

wherein the radio frequency receiver further comprises a timing circuit which 
provid e s coupled to the microprocessor for providing a timing signal to the 
microprocessor and the display whereby a timing function is displayed on the 
wir e l e ss h e art rat e monitor functions as a tim e r as w e ll display . 

8. (Currently amended) The wireless heart rate monitor as claimed in Claim 7, 

wherein the microprocessor comprises an algorithm for calculation of calories 
consumed by the user based on the heartbeat signal and timing signal. 
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9. (Original) The wireless heart rate monitor as claimed in Claim 6, wherein the 

radio frequency receiver is adapted to be worn on a wrist of the user. 

10. (Original) The wireless heart rate monitor as claimed in Claim 6, wherein the 
radio frequency receiver is adapted to be mounted on a fitness equipment. 

1 1 . (Original) The wireless heart rate monitor as claimed in Claim 6, wherein the 
radio frequency receiver is adapted to be mounted on an outdoor exercising 
device. 
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
